A GREAT NAVY YARD 
IS BORN 

GOLD WAS DISCOVERED IN CALIFORNIA IN 1849 and the great stampede from the 
eastern reaches of the broad American continent was underway. This sudden 
migration westward made it immediately imperative for the United States 
Navy to establish a base on the West Coast from which ships of the Pacific 
Squadron could operate and at which they could be repaired. 

In 1850, Commodore John Drake Sloat was ordered to lead a surveying party 
in quest of a logical site for the nation's first Pacific naval installation. Sloat, who 
had claimed California for the United States four years earlier at Monterey, recom- 
mended the island across the Napa River from the little settlement of Vallejo. 

This long, low segment of land had been called Isla Plana by the first settlers 
of the region. Legend, well founded in fact, now has it that the name was changed 
when an old white mare owned by General Mariano Guadalupe Vallejo, Mexican 
Commandante for Northern California, fell off a raft while being ferried across 
Carquinez Straits and swam ashore on the island. Vallejo renamed it "Isla de la 
Yegua," or Mare Island. 

It was in 1850, too, that the first California Legislature accepted General Vallejo's 
offer to locate the state capital at the new city of Vallejo. The General was then 
serving as State Senator from the region. 

Charts prepared by Navy cartographers in Sloat's surveying party bear the 
inscription "Site of Vallejo, Seat of Government of California" opposite Mare Island. 

California's government stopped there only briefly, moving on to Benicia in 
1853, and to Sacramento a short time later. But the U. S. Navy is still there after 
one hundred years. 

Navy Department officials acted favorably on Commodore Sloat's recommenda- 
tion and purchased Mare Island in 1852 for $83,410. Commander David Glasgow 
Farragut arrived September 16, 1954, aboard the USS WARREN. He immediately 
took command of Mare Island and commenced the creation of a naval base that 
today is the largest of its kind in the nation. 

Farragut departed in 1858 to gain immortal fame at Mobile Bay. His cry of 
"Damn the Torpedoes, Full Speed Ahead" shall always remain among the most cher- 
ished of American naval traditions. But possibly the greatest monument to his 
devotion to the naval service is at Mare Island where he commenced an arsenal of 
strength that would influence the success of the United States through five wars.

HIGHLIGHTS Of THE FIRST 
100 YEARS 

Mare Island provided the first and only docking and repair facilities for the 
growing Pacific commerce in the early days. While primarily the base for the Navy's 
Pacific Squadron of a dozen wooden ships, she docked New England whalers, Cape 
Horn clippers and the gold-carrying Nicaragua steamers which were the only com- 
munication between the West Coast and the Eastern states. 

In 1860, the paddle-wheel steamer USS SAGINAW was launched at Mare Island, 
the first naval vessel constructed in the West, and the first of 494 Mare Island built 
navy ships — latest being the submarine USS GRAYBACK now on the building ways. 

Many shipbuilding firsts have been claimed by this Navy Yard including the 
USS JUPlTER, first electrically propelled vessel in the navy and later renamed 
USS LANGLEY, the first aircraft carrier; the first aircraft landing deck constructed 
on the USS PENNSYLVANIA in 1911; the USS CALIFORNIA, first and only 
dreadnaught-type battleship built on the Pacific Coast; the first navy oil tanker, 
USS KANAWHA; the first conversion from coal to oil in the USS WYOMING; and 
the destroyer USS WARD built in the record-breaking time of 17% days in World 
War I which lived to fire the first shot at Pearl Harbor in World War II. 

By the time of the Civil War, Mare Island had grown to include what has become 
the Naval Hospital, Marine Barracks and Naval Ammunition Depot and was later to 
add a Submarine Training Center, and Naval Radio Station. 

Promotion of friendly foreign relations has been fostered through the process- 
ing and repair of ships of many other nations including those of Great Britain, 
France, China, Norway, Japan, Russia, Turkey and Korea. In addition to service 
to the U. S. Fleet in the Civil, Spanish-American, Korean, and two world wars it has 
sent naval aid to the Oregon Territory in the Indian uprising of 1855, and to San 
Francisco in 1856 vigilante days, the 1870 Labor Riots and the 1906 earthquake. 

During World War II, Mare Island grew into the greatest single ship construc- 
tion and repair activity the world has ever known, including facilities as far distant 
as Denver. In those five war years, 392 ships were launched into Mare Island 
Strait and the yard repaired or overhauled the staggering total of 4,560 vessels. 

The close of this first century finds Mare Island stronger, more capable, willing 
and fully prepared to meet any future challenge in its service to the fleet!

CENTENNIAL 



This observance, which marks completion of the first century's service to the 
navy and the nation by the West's oldest and largest naval base, was first conceived 
about 1945. The specific project of planning was launched in 1952 when the Navy 
Department officially approved participation in the event and pledged its interest 
and aid. The State of California recognized its importance in resolutions of both 
houses at the legislature in the same year. 

"The Centennial" is presented because of its significance. The Mare Island 
Navy Yard was established to provide a base for defense by the navy of the West 
Coast. While others have been established later it has continued to be the largest 
and most important. 

Thus, this four-day celebration provides an occasion to note the efficiency, the 
versatility, the capacity and the capabilities of this establishment and its contribution 
to the security of the United States. Simultaneously it is an opportunity to pay 
tribute to the people who have made it great, and who continue to do so. 

It is impossible to list the names of all the persons who have contributed to 
the preparation and presentation of this program. The Mare Island Centennial is 
a California non-profit corporation.

On Thursday (10 a.m. to 3:30 p.m.), Friday (10 a.m. to 3:30 p.m.) and Sunday (10 a.m. 
to 4 p.m.) car tours only of navy yard facilities will be permitted with visits to exhibits 
and sites shown on the next page. On Saturday (10 a.m. to 4 p.m.) all industrial shops 
shown on the map on page 16 may be visited and will present interesting industrial 
displays. 

Ships which may be inspected daily include the heavy cruiser USS Rochester, the 
seaplane tender USS Curtis, the submarines USS Pomadon and USS Menhaden, the at- 
tack transport USS Sandoval, the destroyers USS J. E. Keyes and USS Higbee and the 
mine sweepers USS Competent and USS Chief. Other units of the fleet undergoing 
repair or overhaul may be seen but not boarded.

A museum display of tools, machines and implements used in shipyard work; 
photos, logs and records depicting development, and articles of home and personal 
use during the past century. 

In Building 513 (Employment Office) — located on Vallejo map, under auspices 
of the Master Mechanics and Foreman Association. 

SHIPS AND BATTLES 

Exhibits will include "Operation Pallette," over 100 paintings produced

ALDEN PARK HISTORICAL EXHIBIT 

An outdoor exhibition in a beautifully landscaped park of historic items of naval 
interest including guns, anchors, torpedoes and a midget submarine. In Alden Park. 

MEDICAL EQUIPMENT OF YESTERDAY AND TODAY 

Comparative displays of medical personnel uniforms since 1854; and dental, surgical, 
operating room, and pharmaceutical equipment and ambulances in use during this 
period together with photos and records. In Ward 27, Building H-80, presented by the 
Mare Island Naval Hospital. 

NAVAL AMMUNITION DEPOT EXHIBIT 

An ordnance exhibit consisting of all types of Navy Gun Ammunition from .30 caliber 
rifle cartridges to 16-inch armor piercing projectiles and propellants; smokeless powder 
and high explosives; older type ammunition; rockets, underwater ordnance and bomb 
type ammunition, and photos and records. Safety, fire fighting and handling equipment 
will be displayed and demonstrated. 

In Building A-196, presented by the Mare Island Naval Ammunition Depot. 

MARINE CORPS DISPLAY 

Exhibition of modern weapons and equipment of the Marine Corps; extensive display 
of old firearms, and uniforms in use during the history of the corps. In Building M-32, 
presented by the Mare Island Marine Barracks. 

HISTORICAL SITES ON MARE ISLAND 

Special plaques have been placed as a part of the Centennial observance at most of these sites. 

HRST CARPENTER SHOP 

Building 53. The Carpenter Shop building for which extensive excavation was com- 
menced in 1854 was completed in 1857. 

FIRST YARD SMITHERY 

Building 46. Construction was commenced in 1854 and concluded the following year 
when the building housed three yard industrial functions — one of these, the Pipe Shop, 
still occupies the structure although extensive remodeling has been accomplished. 

SITE OF FIRST BUILDING WAYS 

The first shipbuilding ways were completed about 1858 and the keel of the first naval 
vessel constructed on the West Coast, the USS SAGINAW, was laid September 16, 1858. 

SITE OF ORIGINAL MARE ISLAND HOSPITAL 

Building H-1. Although the medical history of Mare Island dates from the arrival of 
the USS WARREN in 1854, the first perm_anent hospital was completed on this site in 1870. 
The existing administration building is constructed on the original foundation. 

FIRST GRAVING DOCK 

Dry Dock No. 1 was started in 1872 to replace floating dry dock facilities in use since 
1854. Interruptions in construction were frequent due to irregular appropriations and the 
dock was first put into service in 1885 but not completed until 1891. 

U. S. NAVAL CEMETERY 

Almost 1000 naval and marine corps officers and enlisted men, navy nurses, unknown 
navy dead, personnel of foreign navies and military dependents are buried in this cemetery 
which was opened in 1881 and closed to burials in 1921. 

ST. PETER'S CHAPEL 

The second oldest naval chapel in existence — oldest on the West Coast — St. Peter's 
was dedicated in 1901. Many memorial windows and plaques to naval personnel are 
contained in the chapel.

FIRST STOREHOUSE 

Building 71. Started in 1854 and completed in 1856 this building (since reinforced) 
has been in continuous use as a supply facility. 

OFFICE BUILDING 

Building 47. The east end of the present office building was built in 1855. For a 
brief period Farragut used part of this building as a residence. When the present 
Building 47 was constructed in 1870 the existing small building was incorporated. 

SITE OF QUARTERS "Q"— FIRST NAVY YARD BUILDING 

Between Buildings 47 and 521. A building constructed prior to Farragut's arrival was 
moved to this site and then occupied by the Commandant for quarters. 
QUARTERS "A" 

Construction started in 1855 on a group of three-story brick officers quarters. Farragut 
moved into Quarters "A" it» 1858. In 1898 all these quarters were severely damaged by 
earthquake. The present frame quarters were built using portions of the existing foun- 
dations and basements. 

SITE OF HRST OBSERVATORY 

North of the Power House. The first port of the observatory was built in 1865 on what 
then was known as Observatory Hill until its removal in 1932. 

SITE OF THE HRST RADIO STATION 

The first radio station was started in 1903 and completed the fallowing year. Initial 
tests were conducted with Verba Buena Island and the USS SOLACE at sea. 

VALLEJO 

Exhibits in Vallejo are on display in the Veterans Membrial Building, 444 Alabama 
Street, and will be open from 10 AM to 9 PM Thursday through Saturday, September 16-18, 
and 1 PM to 9 PM, Sunday, September 19. All exhibits are free to the public. 

A PORTRAIT OF MARE ISLAND AND VALLEJO 

An exhibition of paintings of this city and navy yard especially prepared far the 
Centennial in a prize competition. The display features the work of a large number of 
California artists in a variety of mediums including oils, water colors, charcoals and others. 

The competition and exhibition have been arranged by the Artists League of Vallejo. 
Prizes were offered by the Centennial. The Jury of Awards consisted of George Post, Ken- 
neth Slaughter and Alexander Fried. 

VALLEJO HISTORICAL EXHIBIT 

A varied collection of articles representative erf Vallejo's early days 
and history, including data dealing with the family of General Vallejo and 
other early family groups. Clothing, furniture and other household items 
are exhibited, together with newspapers, books, records, letters, deeds 
and similar relics, mementoes and impedimentia of all classes. 

HISTORY RECORDED BY CAMERA 

A series of photographs of Vallejo and vicinity from a number of 
collections showing the beginnings, the growth and the changes in the 
community and portraits or candids of some of its leaders.

Special plagues have been placed as a part of the Centennial observance at most of these sites. 

SITE OF THE CALIFORNIA STATE CAPITOL 

215 York Street. A plaque at this point designates the site of the building in which 
the California Legislature met from 1851 to 1853. 

SITE OF FIRST FRATERNAL LODGE HALL IN VALLEJO 

N.E. Corner, Santa Clara and Virginia Streets. Vallejo's two oldest fraternal orders, 
Naval Lodge No. 87, F. & A. M., and San Pablo Lodge No. 43, I.O.O.F., commenced use 
of the hall on this site as a meeting place in 1855. 

SITE OF THE HRST CATHOLIC CHURCH IN VAUEJO 

721 Marin Street. The Dominican Order brought the Catholic faith to Vallejo in 
1855 and the first church was on this site. 

SITE OF VALLEJO'S BRST PROTESTANT CHURCH BUILDING 

420 Virginia Street. The First Methodist Episcopal Church of which Commander 
D. G. Farragut was a trustee was erected here in 1856. 

SITE OF VALLEJO'S HRST PUBLIC SCHOOL 

620 Carolina Street. An eight year elementary institution was erected on this site 
in 1857, the first school in Vallejo. 

LAUNCHING SITE OF USS MONADNOCK 

Commemorated together with plaque on "Hub of Transportation to Mare Island and 
Bay Area" in waterfront Memorial Park this marks site of building only naval vessel ever 
built in Vallejo (other than on Mare Island). The USS MONADNOCK, a monitor whose 
keel was laid in 1875.
